THE Beer men who marched off to serve their 
country in World War One just over 100 years ago 
would surely have been proud of the tribute paid in 
their honour by the current generation. 

A big crowd lined Fore Street on Sunday to watch the 
parade of local people, including children proudly wear¬ 
ing the medals of their forefathers, led by the Ottery St 
Mary Silver Band and active members of HMS Vivid 
from Plymouth. 

As the procession wound its way from Jubilee Gardens 
past St Michael’s Church to Beer Cross and back, sections 
of the crowd broke out in spontaneous applause, acknowl¬ 
edging not just the quality of the event organised by 
Richard Scott and Peter Anderson but also in heartfelt

tribute to those 130 men who left their homes that day 
and which 28 never saw again. 

“It was a great turn-out and we are absolutely delighted 
with the way the event went,” said Mr Scott.

wearing family medals. 

“My grand-father was a gunner with the Royal Horse 
Artillery in World War I and won a Military Medal for 
bravery in the field while my father served in the REME 
(Royal Electrical and Mechanical Engineers) during 
World War II,” said Mr Anderson. 

“All the grandchildren wanted to take part in the parade 
and wear their medals which was lovely.” 

They were joined by six-year-old Liam Jenkins, whose 
great great grandfather Ernest Miller was one of the orig¬ 
inal Beer fisherman who marched off to war with the 
Royal Navy Reserves. Liam marched alongside his 
cousin Kim Aplin, who is one of the current fishermen 
still working in the village. 

There were also surviving soldiers who served in World 
War II including 94-year-old George Bastone, George 
Hookings, Fred Rodgers, Ken Ward and Angus Fraser, 
who was visiting his daughter Fiona, lining up in front of 
the Beer Parish Church. 

Mr Scott read out the names of all 22 Beer men who 
died during the conflict and then led the signing of the 
British patriotic song ‘I Vow to Thee, My Country’ which 
was followed by the Last Post and then a wonderfully ob¬ 
served two minutes silence broken only by the cries of 
the seagulls.

AXMINSTER 

Public reject plans 
for killer junction 

A VOCIFEROUS Axminster Guildhall crowd forced 
The Highways Agency back to the drawing board by 
rejecting a traffic sign-based proposal for the noto¬ 
rious A35 Hunters Lodge junction. 

The Highways Agency presented the proposal, the 
main feature involving vehicle-activated signs that 
would warn motorists on the A35 about vehicles 
queueing at the junction, on Thursday July 31st. 

Axminster Mayor Jeremy Walden had already pre¬ 
dicted the proposal would be opposed, with locals 
wishing to see traffic lights installed instead. 

Highways Agency asset manager Nigel Dyson 
started by giving a lengthy talk on the reason for the 
proposal and the history of the junction. 

He was eventually interrupted by a member of the 
public, who shouted: “We would really like to know 
about the scheme, not civil service talk.” 

That set the tone for the rest of the evening and 
there was constant interruption from the the meet¬ 
ing. 

Mr Dyson said that traffic lights had been ruled out 
because they would cause tailbacks of varying 
lengths in all directions. 

A member of the public pointed out that, tailbacks 
or not, traffic lights would improve safety, which is 
the whole point of the improvement programme. 

He said: “If there are traffic lights, people will know 
when it is safe to go.” 

The opposition to the traffic sign-based proposal 
was enormous. 

Councillor Walden referred to a fatal accident at the 
junction last year, saying: “Could any of this have 
prevented the accident with two fatalities?” 

He answered his own question by saying: “Un¬ 
likely.” 

MP Neil Parish, who was appointed Parliamentary 
Private Secretary to the Minister of State for Trans¬ 
port, the Rt Hon John Hayes MP last month, attended 
the meeting. He said: “In fairness to the Highways 
Agency, they have put a lot of work in and tried very 
hard - and whether we think we are professionals or 
not, we not always are.” 
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From the deputy editor's chair 
When will we feel the benefits? 



IT SAYS a lot about how little time off my boss has 
when, after nearly two years as deputy editor, I’m 
finally deputising this column! 

But with Philip away on a (brief) trip to Cornwall 
with his family, it falls on me to write what has 
become the traditional introduction to your favourite 
local newspaper. 

In this week’s Pulman’s View , the story that sticks 
out for me is East Devon MP Hugo Swire praising his 
constituents for their efforts during the economic 
recovery. 

Mr Swire said: “Thanks to the hard work of people 
in East Devon... the economy is now above its pre¬ 
crisis peak. It means more businesses creating more 
jobs, so families can look forward to a brighter, more 
secure future.” 

As a proud community newspaper, we have always 
aimed to bring our readers the more positive news 
stories (although, it has to be said, without shying 
away from the bad when necessary). 

And whilst I wouldn’t wish to knock the sentiments 
of Mr Swire’s comments, how many of us can 
completely share his point of view? 

Yes, the British economy did grow by 0.8 per cent 
during the second quarter of 2014, but how many of 
us are still earning no more - or even less - than 


when the recession began in 2008? 

Yes, East Devon unemployment figures are falling, 
but they’re still significantly higher than before the 
recession. 

And how many people are stuck on ‘zero hour’ 
contracts - masking the real figures? 

For those struggling to make ends meet and still 
hunting for work, such comments as Mr Swire’s are 
of little comfort. Especially as they’re nothing more 
than pre-election campaign sound bites. 

Within the last two weeks, Pulman’s View has 
reported on cuts to day care services, libraries, youth 
services, police station front desks, children’s centre 
services and, of course, hospital beds. 

So then, this recovery, Mr Swire - when are the 
people of East Devon actually going to see the bene¬ 
fits? 

■ THERE have been a number of events in the area 
commemorating the outbreak of World War I over the 
last few days. 

The reenactment of the boys from Beer marching 
off to war was a huge success and memorial events 
in Axminster attracted more than 200 people. 

Even now, 100 years on, the bravery of the men who 
fought in the Great War has not - and will not - be 
forgotten.

Police to tackle 
speeding problem 

POLICE are looking for permanent solutions to the 
ongoing problem of speeding in Honiton and are tar¬ 
geting a series of key locations in a renewed bid to 
tackle offenders. 

Officers have stepped up their efforts to clamp 
down on motoring offences in general, and drivers 
who break the speed limit are at the top of their list. 

Angry residents flagged up Battishorne Way, High 
Street and New Street as particular speeding 
hotspots, during a series of police ‘Have Your Say’ 
surgeries in the spring. 

And officers have been working with a number of 
agencies in an attempt to get to grips with the prob¬ 
lem ahead of the summer - during which time of¬ 
fending rates tend to rise. 

Honiton’s Neighbourhood Beat Manager PC Steve 
Lee told Pulman's View the team is looking to take a 
long-term approach to the problem, but is already 
making “good progress”. 

He said: “We have listened to the public on this and 
they have told us where they think the problems are. 

“Officers have been out and verified those reports 
and are now in the process of collecting data on 
speeding offences. 

“We are not looking for a quick fix. Short-term so¬ 
lutions are very easy but we are working with other 
agencies to deal with the problem long term.” 

Police have added Sidmouth Road and Exeter Road 
to the list of target areas, and have also carried out 
traffic operations at Smeatharpe stadium in an at¬ 
tempt to catch out motorists who break the limit. 

Teams have been conducting regular patrols using 
hi-tech equipment, and drivers are frequently being 
stopped and warned to slow down. 

PC Lee added: “Our aim is to iron out the problem 
and there are a number of approaches we are con¬ 
sidering. That could be extra painted markings on 
the roads, or more sleeping policemen - we have not 
ruled anything out at this stage. 

“Rates of offences vary enormously and depend on 
circumstances. In some locations, like Battishorne 
Way, we find people speeding on the school run or 
on the way to work early in the morning. But it 
can be quite different in other places and at other 
times.”

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New pub landlords in battle with neighbours 



ON A MISSION: Dawn and Malcolm 


The new landlords of an Axminster pub and 
its neighbours are seeking to change its licence 
- but for very different reasons. 

Castle Inn landlords Dawn and Malcolm Coleman are 
seeking to lift some restrictions whilst a group of angry 
neighbours are seeking to impose even more restrictions. 

The pub has seen landlords come and go over the last 
few years, and has been shut for periods of time. 

Following the most recent closure, owner Punch Tav¬ 
erns approached a Hampshire-based company, asking if 
it could take on the running of the pub and try to turn 
things around. 

The company accepted the offer and installed Dawn and 
Malcolm, who have almost 80 years of experience in the 
trade between them, as landlords. 

Dawn and Malcolm took over in May, but say there was 
instant opposition from many neighbours. 

A group of neighbours attended Axminster Town Coun¬ 
cil on July 14th, seeking the council’s support for a li¬ 
cence review. 

Mayor Jeremy Walden relinquished his chairmanship 
as one employee of his business also works at Castle Inn. 

Deputy mayor Douglas Hull chaired the debate and

A formal launch will take place in the Guildhall on Au¬ 
gust 7th, and organisers are keen for a big turnout, 
saying: “Axminster’s population is set to grow by up to 
50 per cent over the next 10-15 years. 

“This needs to be done positively, with local people 
involved at every stage.”

neighbours complained about noise and anti-social be¬ 
haviour in and around the pub. 

Neighbours said they had been in contact with Punch 
Taverns to no avail. 

One complaint was that the outside drinking area does 
not shut at the stipulated times. 

One neighbour said: “The behaviour, bad language and 
noise is unbearable.” 

Swearing and shouting 

Another neighbour said: “I couldn’t watch Wimbledon, 
they were outside swearing and shouting.” 

Councillor Andrew Moulding asked the neighbours if 
police had been called and could corroborate the claims. 

He was told that police had been called on occasion. 

When Pulman’s View asked Devon and Cornwall Po¬ 
lice, however, a spokesperson said the force had no reg¬ 
istered logs relating to the pub since Dawn and Malcolm 
took over in May. 

Axminster Town Council decided to support the neigh¬ 
bours’ request for a licence review, and will also seek a 
meeting with Punch Taverns. 

Dawn and Malcolm were unaware that the pub had 
been discussed at council, but felt it was unfair of the 
council to make a decision without seeking their side of 
the story. 

Deputy mayor Douglas Hull explained the decision by 
telling Pulman’s View: “The population came to us with 
a problem and we listened to what people had to say. 

“There had been lots of complaints and it had come to 
a head. 


“The residents, we understood, had been to Punch Tav¬ 
erns and not got any satisfaction.” 

Dawn and Malcolm are aware of past problems at the 
pub, but their ambition is to turn it into a family venue. 

Dawn said: “I sympathise with the neighbours about 
what they had to endure in the past. But that was years 
ago.” 

She said the pub’s licence has 24 restrictions, which is 
hampering trade. 

Dawn said that live music, the jukebox and television 
must be cut off at 11.30pm - and the outdoor drinking 
area must close at 9pm (2pm on Sundays). 

Dawn is adamant these rules are complied with, al¬ 
though the pub and its customers don’t necessarily agree 
with them. 

She said: “I have never seen a pub with so many re¬ 
strictions. The 2pm [outdoor area] closure, for example, 
is restricting business. We are lucky to have three people 
here.” 

On noise in general, Dawn and Malcolm stressed the 
fact that the first thing they did was to build a foyer just 
inside the pub entrance to make sure that at least one door 
is shut at at all times. 

Dawn added: “We are fighting for the locals who have 
been using this pub. Some have been using it for up to 
50 years.” 

Malcolm said: “Not all neighbours are complaining. 
One direct neighbour has promised to write us a letter of 
support.” 

At the time of writing, there had been no correspon¬ 
dence between Axminster Town Council and Punch Tav¬ 
erns.

AXMINSTER Chamber of 
Commerce chairman Lisa 
Lyman has asked members 
to turn up for meetings and 
give some of their time, or 
projects won’t be com¬ 
pleted. 

The chamber has a mem¬ 
bership of almost 50, but 
the attendance at meetings 
usually only just manage to 
scrape into double figures.

“They are achievable if 
everyone gives a little bit 
of time. 

“As a small example, 


many of you haven’t en¬ 
tered your business or or¬ 
ganisation details onto our 
new website launched in 
March.” 

Mrs Lyman, who owns 
Apple Tree Galleries, also 
asked for feedback, say¬ 
ing: “If you are not partic¬ 
ipating because the 
chamber is not meeting 
your expectations or re¬ 
quirements, or you would 


like the chamber to be 
structured in a different 
way, then I look forward to 
your ideas and sugges¬ 
tions. 

“Whatever you think about 
the chamber, I would like 
a response from you.”

How the RNU are using activities and games to help families stay safer on the beach. 


THIS summer, two thirds of us will head to UK beaches 
for sun, sandcastles and a splash in the brisk, British 
waters. But the sea can be unpredictable. Something 
young people especially need be aware of. In fact, RNU 
Lifeguards helped over 9,500 children on and around UK 
beaches last year. 

Nearly a third of all people 
rescued from UK beaches 
last year were children 
under 12years old. 

The RNU is known for its volunteer lifeboat service, but 
the charity's lifeguard service is just as vital and provides 
safety to over 200 of the UK's busiest beaches. The 
lifeguard's duties include performing safety patrols, 
managing warning flags and rescuing people in trouble. 
It's a demanding job, requiring specialist training and 
tough fitness tests. Charitable donations from the public 
really make a difference to the service they provide. 

Getting children beach smart in a fun way 

While beach safety is a serious issue, RNU lifeguards 
believe learning about it can be fun. This is particularly 
important for children, who respond to serious messages 


when delivered through games and activities. This year, 
the RNU are helping children get beach smart, with free 
activity packs, including an identity snapband and 
waterproof pen (see the page opposite for details on how 
to get yours). 

While children will love the snapband's bright colour 
and cartoon puffin motif, parents can use the indelible 
pen to write their name and mobile number on the 
inside, for peace of mind on crowded beaches. It's an 
approach they're committed to, through programmes 
like Swim Safe - a course run in partnership with the 
Amateur Swimming Association (England's national 
governing body for swimming) to help 7-14 year-olds 
become safe in and around open water. 

Meet your local RNLI lifeguards 

On many beaches throughout the summer, RNU 
lifeguards run sandcastle competitions. These give 
children a chance to meet the lifeguards on patrol and 
get safety tips, while showing off their creative efforts. 

It looks like it's going to be a fun summer. And thanks 
to the RNU and its lifeguards, it's even easier to have a 
safe one.

Town volunteers offered ‘Timebanking' 


SEATON’S Town Development 
Team has been selected as one of 
only five Town Teams in the UK to 
be awarded the opportunity to take 
part in a national Timebanking 
scheme by the Association of Town 
Centre Managers. 


The award, which is fully funded 
by the ATCM, means that the Town 
Development Team (TDT) will be 
able to offer any of its current volun¬ 
teers - or new joiners - the chance to 
swap time undertaken on Town De¬ 
velopment projects for other re¬ 


sources and skills locally, regionally 
or nationally. 

For every hour a person or business 
‘spends’ with the TDT Timebank 
(this could be anything from helping 
organise events, digging flowerbeds 
or picking up litter), that hour can 


then be ‘cashed-in’ for someone 
else’s time and expertise. 

No money changes hands. Every¬ 
one’s time is equal. Businesses can 
swap under used resources and skills 
for support on things such as website 
design or PR help and more. 

The TDT is hoping that the scheme 
will encourage volunteers to join. 


“This is great news for Seaton,” 
said Karin Frewin, who co-ordinates 
the TDT for Seaton Town Council, 
“We now have something tangible 
to offer those volunteering for us on 
our many projects”. 

The pilot is run by Timebanking 
UK and will bring many benefits to 
the local area and community. 


The Seaton team will become part 
of the national timebanking network, 
where nearly 300 time banks operate, 
sharing best practice and networking 
with others in the region.

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Separate council for Colyford could 
create fresh and democratic forum 


■ I FELT it was a little unfair for Howard West’s 
thoughtful discussion paper about Colyford to be de¬ 
scribed on last week's letters page as a “tantrum”. 

Having served alongside Howard on Colyton Parish 
Council before I became unwell, I can vouch for his 
monumental efforts for Colyford, and indeed those of 
Anne, his wife.

Councillors committed to flood prevention 


W ITH the important decision for Anglicans now 
made by the General Synod, it is time to report re¬ 
flections. Archbishop Welby has written to Pope 
Francis urging him not to let the ordination of women pre¬ 
vent the eventual reunification of Anglicans and Roman 
Catholics. 

In a letter to the Pope and other church leaders he has 
asked for prayers for the Church of England, reminding 
them that ‘we need each other’. 

There has been a mixed response by other churches to the 
General Synod vote. Archbishop Bernard Langley, chairman 
of the Catholic Bishops’ Conference, commented that sadly 
the decision places a further obstacle to the path of Christian 
Unity. The editor of the Vatican newspapers observes that 
the decision makes a negative impact on bringing the two 
churches together. 

Other churches have given a positive response, in particu¬ 
lar the president of the Methodist Conference. The Baptist 
church has also ‘welcomed their Anglican friends on having 
such wisdom’. 

Similar remarks came from the United Reformed Church. 
The Russian Orthodox Church was outspoken in condemn¬ 
ing the decision but would remain in contact and hoped its 
voice would be heard. 

In a further interview Archbishop Welby, asks for prayers 
for wisdom to know what to do, for patience, and lastly for 
courage to do something when the going is rough. See the 
Collect for Sunday 6th after Trinity BCP.

Avoid The Impact - More 
Than 1 in 3 Vehicles Could 
Suffer Brake Failure 


THE brakes on more than more than 
a third of all cars in Europe could fail 
without warning, according to a new 
report. 

Research carried out for Cosan Lu¬ 
bricants’ Mobil Car Care range, at in¬ 
dependent service garages across the 
UK found that 26.5% of UK mo¬ 
torists had defective brake fluid, with 
nearly one in 10 unintentionally risk¬ 
ing their lives every time they drove. 

The research tested the quality of 
brake fluid - the liquid that allows the 
modem braking system to work. 
Overall across Europe, 41% of vehi¬ 
cles are operating with sub-standard 
brake fluid. 

Brake fluid absorbs moisture from 
the atmosphere, which reduces its ef¬ 
fectiveness by lowering the boiling 
point. Once the boiling point dips be¬ 
neath 180 degrees Celsius, brake fluid 
becomes all but useless, potentially 
causing sudden and inexplicable 
brake failure. 

Brake fluid testing expert, Alba Di¬ 
agnostics, recommend replacing 
brake fluid when its boiling point 
reaches 200 degrees Celsius. But, 
shockingly, some of the vehicles 
tested had brake fluid that boiled at 
130 degrees. 

The research found that the age and 


mileage of a vehicle is not necessarily 
linked to the quality of its brake fluid. 
One in seven vehicles with less than 
80,000 miles on the clock had fluid 
showing a boiling point of less than 
200 degrees. 

The study also revealed a worrying 
lack of understanding among mo¬ 
torists about how brake fluid func¬ 
tions, with three quarters of workshop 
customers either admitting they don’t 
know or giving an inadequate account 
when challenged. More than a third 
(34%) had not changed their brake 
fluid for over two years. 

The rest of Europe is not much bet¬ 
ter, with a total of 71% of motorists 
quizzed unable to explain how brake 
fluid works. 

Mike Bewsey, of Cosan Lubricants, 
marketeer of Mobil Car Care prod¬ 
ucts in Europe, said: “The poor qual¬ 
ity of fluid that controls such a 
safety-critical vehicle component in 
the UK is alarming, as is the general 
lack of understanding about how it 
works. Unfortunately, once your 
brake fluid is contaminated, there’s no 
going back and there is a much 
greater risk that your fluid will boil. 
This can happen in stop-start condi¬ 
tions, under heavy braking or if you 
are towing something. It’s also very 


difficult to diagnose as a problem be¬ 
cause, after an accident and once the 
fluid has cooled again, it will appear 
to be normal.” 

The research suggests that the 
‘phantom’ nature of brake fluid fail¬ 
ure could account for thousands of ac¬ 
cidents every year. But, while a visual 
fluid level check will be carried out 
during a vehicle’s MOT, quality test¬ 
ing is not part of the only vehicle 
check motorists are legally obliged to 
carry out. 

Bewsey said: “Many drivers mis¬ 
takenly believe that, if their car has 
passed its MOT, all of the lubricants 
and chemicals within it are up to 
scratch. But testing the boiling point 
temperature is the only way to check 
the quality of brake fluid. As that is 
not part of the MOT, the onus is 
clearly on motorists to make sure that 
their car is safe.”

Twenty Something Men The 
Most Likely Age Group to be 
Disqualified From Driving 


ACCORDING to new figures obtained by the In¬ 
stitute of Advanced Motorists (IAM), male driv¬ 
ers between the ages of 20 and 30 were the most 
common group to be disqualified from driving in 
the 12 months between July 2013 and June 2014. 

The figures were supplied by the DVLA fol¬ 
lowing a Freedom of Information request made 
by the IAM, Britain’s leading road safety char¬ 
ity. 

The statistics reveal the age groups most com¬ 
monly carrying out a driving offence that then 
lead to a subsequent driving ban. 

As of 21 June 2014, 92,136 people in total 
across the UK were disqualified from driving be¬ 
tween July 2013 and June 2014. Of those about 
62,000 are still disqualified. 

The age with the greatest number of disquali¬ 
fied drivers is 25 - 3,748 are serving a driving 
ban, made up of 3,294 males and 454 females. 

Some 31,668 males - just over one-third of the 
total number of people disqualified from driving 
during this period - were between the ages of 20 
and 30. 

Males also outnumber females considerably 
when it comes to carrying out offences leading 
to a driving ban. In total 13,481 females were 
disqualified during this time period - less than 
15 per cent of the overall total. 

And in the 20-30 age group just 4,333 females 


were disqualified in the 12 month period, com¬ 
pared to 31,668 males. 

While 36,001 people between 20 and 30 were 
disqualified in the last 12 months, 10,025 people 
in their fifties and just 3,874 in their sixties were. 

The information supplied to the IAM also 
shows 230 people under 17 and therefore under 
the legal driving age for the UK were disquali¬ 
fied - including four 12 year olds and four 13 
year olds. One 12 year old girl is currently dis¬ 
qualified before her driving career even starts. 

Simon Best, chief executive of the Institute of 
Advanced Motorists, said: “These statistics 
strongly reflect the research we have already car¬ 
ried out in this area - that young males are very 
much the at risk group when it comes to driving 
safety. 

“We believe targeting the attitudes of these 
drivers specifically, through advanced training 
for example, should be a major part of future 
road safety campaigning. Reducing offending in 
this age bracket would dramatically improve 
safety on our roads for all road users. 

“It is also of great concern that youngsters not 
even eligible to hold a provisional licence are 
being banned at such young ages. Parents need 
to be aware their children are putting their own 
lives and those of others at huge risk by taking 
the wheel of a car on public roads.”
